There i* a very erroneous but strong im- 
pression oa some mind* that light, loos* 
sends are valueless for purpose* of culti- 
vation. In their natural state, it is true, 
they are not very productive. A few crop* 
of rye or buckwkeat reduce* their fertility, 
end bo much manure ia thenoeforth requi- 
ait* te reiavigornte and keep them in heart 
that they are either turned out to pasture 
or abandoned in .impair. I have had aome 
• ipeneace i n th* cultivation of this specie* 
of .oil, and my .ucca*. ha* induced me to 
attach to them a much higher degree of 
importance than is usually accorded Aad 
I am fully pereuaded that *v*n the lightest 
and meet sterile sands may, by proper 
management, and without nay miaous out- 
lay of expense, either ia time or oapital, 
be mad* highly and permanently product- 
ive; ia short, that our poorest plain* land 
ean be redeemed from thia unjust 
lion of utter worthlemneaa, and 
yield, aot only remunerative crop*, but 
crop* equaling in abundance and richaam 
tkane afforded by the moat affluent soils 
upon which labor ha* ever been bee to wed. 

In tk* first place, in order to th* success- 
ful amelioration of sandy soils, it will be 
necessary complstely aad thoroughly to 
cleanse them from stumps. After this is 
effected, let them be plowed deeply, with a 
•toons team, in the last of the samusmw. 
turning in all tk* wild growt 
to th* depth of at 

row thoroughly and roll with an keevy a 
roller as you can procure. Tk* oext iking 
to give the surface a good dressing of 
clny. This earth will generally be found 
in th* near vicinity of the field to be clayed, 
either in some neighboring run or water, 
course, or beneath the sand, for aaad and 
olny are never far apart. Tke finer it ia, 
aad ihe more greaty, tkn morn durable will 
be its aetioa ; aad the more liberally it ta 
applied, the more thorough will be the im- 
provement consequent upon it* application. 

Th* best time for applying it ia immedi- 
ately after plowing, and to secure its being 
refined and broksn up, it should be deposit- 
ed in heaps, and spread evenly over ths 
surface, to remain exposed during the win- 
far to ths action of the frost. In ths spring 
plow again not so deeply a* before, in order 
aot to* disturb the sward, harrow and again 
roll. You can now sow on rye, or plant, 
and the crop will com* off in mason to al- 
low you an opportunity to give another 
dressing of clay, which in quantity should 
be equal to the first— my forty cords to the 
acre — and spread as before. 

This will entirely change the texture of 
the mil, aad you will no longer have th* 
barreanma of aaad to contend with, but n 
mil indued with all tke requisites of per- 
manent nnd vigorous fertility, and on which 
manure will act with as much celerity aad 
energy as upon the richest loams. It 
bs thought that th* quantity of clny 
mended eighty eords to th* acre i ia large ; 
but when we reflect that some cultivators 
bestow this amount of stnble manure, and 
bear ia mind the very important fact that 
while manure is an article for which money 
ha* to be paid, th* whole cost of olay ia 
embraced in the oarting, the objeotion i 
ing from the quantity requisite to ' 
complete and thorough improvement being 
large will at once oeas* to retain its force. 
If th* farmer cannot afford this, he can 
apply a less quantity nt Ant, and add to it 
year by y*ar; but in this can* he must be 
contented with a much less lucrative re- 
turn for his annual labors, as a very large 
percentage of clay is called for, in order 
thoroughly to improve the soil and over- 
come the many and serious imperfections 
of sand as it naturally exists. Therefore 
it is much better and more in accordance 
with th* policy of enlighted economy, to 
give enough at first to effect that object de-
